Spain Ousts the Churcr 
From Power... Waoe:nan 
Elected to Opera Board 


TH rendulum of fate swings 
slowly over the world, first in 
cne direction, then in another 
making history all the while. 
How funny that Premicr 
Azana, leader of spain, long 
cunsidered the most firmly Ro- 
Catholic country in ibe 
world, should have been instru- 
niental in “nationalizing” church 
property and expelling 80,006 
monks and nuns, who -once 
supervised the religious educa- 
lion of 50€,000 Spanish children. 
Church property valued at 
$509,000,800 has been confiscated 
by the Spanish. Republic. No 
longer Wi) the church lead in 
the affairs of this nation. How 


may 
thi) 


unptedictable this is and how 
strange. 
Back in the 13th, 14th and 


15th centuries Spain was prac- 
tically yuled by churchmen. His- 
tory relates the many sporadic 
cases of violent measures against 
heretics, Jews and Mohammed- 
ens. AS u matter of fact, when 
the word inquisition is men- 
tioned, Spain :mmediately comes 
to mind. A combination of secu- 
lur jealousy, national pride and 
xeligious bigotry led to the foun- 
dation of an essentially national 
Inquisition, directed against lo- 
cal heretics ix 1480 when Fer- 
dinand ane Isabella reigned. 
The Spaniards were very quick 
to accept the Inquisition to such 
ar, extent as to lock upon heresy 
as a national scourge to be de- 
Stroyed at all costs. They were 
much like the modern German 
Nazis under Herr Adolph Hitler. 
They, too, persecuted those sus- 
pected of making heretical 
speecnes, and they, too. censored 
books. The great scholar Pedro 
de Lerma, who after fifty years 
as a faculty dean in Paris re- 
turned to Spain as abbot of 
Compluto, was called upon in 
1537 to reject eleven “‘“Erasmian”’ 
propositions, and was forced to 
return to Paris to die because he 
refused to give up the doctrines 


of the man who then was the 
acknowledged leader of European 
thought. 

Juan de Vergara and _ his 
brother were summoned before 


the Inquisition for favoring 
Erasmus and his writings, and 
cetained several years . before 
they were acquitted. Many others 
suiiered a like or worse fate. 

And now Spain is a lay State, 
a Republic, and politicians rule 
over the country while priests, 
monks and nuns contemplate 
‘neir fate. 

OR the first time in the his- 

tory of the Metropolitan 
Opera House Company, a woman 
has been elected to its governing 
board. She is Mrs. August Bel- 
mont, once famous. as. Eleanor 
“Robeson, -actress. 

Her interest in the Metropoli- 
tan goes back three decades, 
when after a perfu:mance in the 
old Empire theater in New York, 
the then Eleanor Robeson would 
slip across the Street to the 
Metropolitan Opera House, not 
bothering .to remove her make- 
up, and buy a ticket to hear 
Calve, Ternina or Caruso sing. 

Mrs. Belmont’s in erest in the 
premier lyric stage of America 
has never lapsed. Only recently, 
she led the drive to save the 
Metrepolitan by raising a fund 
of $300,060. She visited friends, 
she appeareu on the stage of tne 
Metropolitan and_ elsewhere, 
speaking in behalf of the fund 
required tu save America’s fore- 
most musical. organization. At 
the Opera: Ball, which was the 
culminating event of the drive 
and which had 4s its setting the 
court of the Empress Hugenie in 
Paris in 1860, Mrs. Belmont por- 
trayed the role of the Empress 
in the pageant. 

No sucial-climbing or snobbish 
cowager is Mrs. Beimont. Her 
interests have been far-flung and 
varied Ever since her marriage 
to August Belmont in 1910, when 
she retired from an active career 
on the stage, she has occupied 
nerself in many important pub- 
lic and social activities. 

In 1923 she collaborated in the 
writing of a play. She has been 
a leading member’of the Wo- 
man’s Organization for National 
Prohibition Reform. For three 
years she has worked hard and 
actively as chairman of the wo- 
men's division of New York 
City’s emergency unemployment 
relief drive. Most recently she 
has served as chaiyman of the 
Adopt-a-Faimily Committee. 

She is the second wife of the 
late August Belmont, the noted 
financier and sportsman who 
died in 1924 following an opera- 
tion for blood poisoning. Mr. 
Belmont was probably the great- 
est American private breeder of 
thoroughbred horses and ‘is 


credited with naving done more. 


than anyone else to maintain 
the sport of kings. Belmont Park 
in Long Island was named after 
Mr. Belmont and among some of 
his horses were Man 0’ War, 
Tracery and Rock Sand. As 
chairman of ‘the Jockey Club, 
the ruling turf body in America, 
the late August Belmont directed 
and engineered not only the 
growth of the sport but the 
breeding of racing thorough- 
breds.
